An investigation is now being made to 
determine the procedure for Surf Pines withdrawal from the Recreation 
District. 


2. The investigation into the possibility of forming a Surf Pines Water 
O District led to a petition of Surf Pines property owners. A significant 
number of people signed the petition and the Water District has been formed. 
A temporary board has been named consisting of: Roger Shannon, Dan Strite, 
Arnold Seeborg and Fred Kruger. A general meeting of the Association is 
scheduled for Saturday, April 2 to review the Water District requirements 
and other matters.
